LANSING, Mich. — Michigan Is 
going to link up its Great Lakes- 
sep&rated peninsulas, even lf it has 
to throw a five-mile span over a 
sunken gorge and bore a tunnel 
through it! 
Engineers of the M a c k i n a c 
Bridge Authority — and they’re 
some of the nation’* best—say they 
can perform both these miracles. 
However, they will settle for a five- 
mile-long bridge, for the time be­ 
ing. 
Such a span, aecond only to the 
Golden Gate bridge In l e n g t h , 
would cost $87 million, after financ­ 
ing, and would hook up the two 
peninsulas economically as well as 
physically. 
There is another reason for such 
a project, and one which has not 
been missed by the planners in the 
Pentagon: The "Soo” Locks, a few 
miles north of the proposed bridge 
site, are the great link between 
the Iron ore of Duluth, and the 
■melters of Pittsburgh. Destroy 
them and you have largely destroy­ 
ed America’s defense effort 
•

W I T H SUCH a bridge as is now 
planned, you could have anti-air­ 
craft and other defense weapons 
flowing across to "aul! Ste. Marie 
In a few hours* time. Today, they 
would either go all the way around, 
via Chicago and Milwaukee, or else 
wait for the terry at Mackinac 
City. 
The great Ice Age of 20,000 
year* ago played tricks w h i c h 
may give the e n g i n e e r * some 
trouble. Glaciers came down from 
the Polar regions, then retreated. 
Small streams drained away from 
the glacial f r o n t and formed a 
roaring river. 


All this, of course, was long be­ 
fore the formation of either Lake 
Michigan or Huron, but the wild 
torrent cut a deep gorge. Today 
this twisting gorge is far beneath 
the lakes, posing a neat problem 
for the engineers. Poi one thing, 
they don’t know exactly where the 
tributary streams and gorges ar* 
that flowed into the main river. 
They are going to have to make 
quite a few soundings to locate 
them. 
• 
• 
• 
AS IF THAT were not enough, 
there Is the p r o b l e m of the 
“breccia” or limestone, around the 
hidden gorge. This limestone can 
be very treacherous stuff, and even 
the geologists confess they do not 
know what will happen when vast 
pressures are placed on IL How­ 
ever, they plan to run some tests, 
and they are optimistic. 
If worst comes to worst, the pro­ 
posed sub-aqueous tunnel may be 
the final answer. The blueprints 
show 56 “pre-cast” tunnel sections, 
each 300 feet long. The plan would 
be to hook them at the unheard-of- 
depth of 300 feet L w o u l d be 
slightly over three miles in length. 
One of nature’s greatest men­ 
aces, that of towering lake Ice, 
would have to be conquered, and 
ice pressures of more than 200,000 
pounds per lineal foot could be ex­ 
pected. 
The Idea of spanning the historic 
Straits of Mackinac Is not new. 
Some of the proposals hav* verged 
on the fantastic, starting with a 
suggested “floating tunnel,” back 
rn 1920. 
“However, even tome of the early 
dreamers could s c a r c e l y have 
visioned a flve-mils bridge or a 
three-mile tunnel Michigan may 
one day hav* both! 


[Sharp Increase 
In Tobacco Crop

WASHINGTON. Feb. 28—Mo­

this year. But more up-to-date 
information shows that smokers 
will burn away even more tobac- I 
co than was earlier thought. 
Agriculture Secretary

nan has asked farmers to plant 
from 12 to 14 percent more acres 
to burley and flue-cured tobacco 
i—major cigaret types—this year J 
to meet the great demand. 
Brannan upped his request for 
flue-cured tobacco from one bil­ 
lion. 235 million pounds this year 
to one billion. 297 million pounds. 
He asked for an increase of al­ 
most 40 million pounds of burley 
from

previously 
announced 
goal of 542 million pounds. 
This will mean, he says, that 
each farm will increase flue- 
cured tobacco acreages by about 
14 percent and burley by about 
12 percent. 
Cigaret consumption in 1950 
smashed all previous records. 
Smokers pulled through about 
36J billion butts last year. That 
was three percent more than in 
1949.

BRITISH PACIFISM 
CERTAIN developm ents in Britain these 
days are reminiscent of the pacifist m ove­ 
m ent in the 30s when aversion to war swept 
the United Kingdom as the axis powers 
prepared for conquest.

When Hitler could have been stopped 
in the Rhineland, the British backed away 
from helping the French. They had earlier 
turned down 'Washington on a proposal to 
w arn the Japs out of Manchuria. 
A version to war has reached the point in 
Britain that the Labor Party is split on for­ 
eign policy. The party, committed to a pol­ 
icy of token rearm am ent, saw one of its 
candidates elected to Parliam ent the other 
day who is an out-and-out pacifist. 
The Laboi Party, of course, has a her­ 
itage of pacifism. Socialists in the p a s t 
h a v e m aintained they w ere opposed to war. 
But som e of the Laborites in Britain today 
are spouting the Russian line. 
A 
union 
leader says: “This rearm am ent of Europe 
is for the purpose of waging aggressive 
w ar by A m erican im perialism against the 
forces of peace and human welfare.” It 
isn ’t difficult to guess the identity of the 
forces he alludes to. 
The United States should determine the 
size of the segment, of the English popula­ 
tion that is attracted bv such sentiments. 
If these are the sentim ents of a majority 
of the British people, then this country has 
no dependable ally in Britain. 


FE W E R ROAD PROJECTS 
G O VERNM ENT spending, and taxing, 
for defense will have the effect of drastic­ 
ally curtailing new road projects this year. 
High cost of labor and m aterials—if not a c­ 
tual shortages—will be insurmountable ob­ 
stacles that will cause cancellation of m any 
plans for new roads and rebuilding jobs. 
Many states had m ade plans for grand­ 
iose highw ays copied after the 
P ennsyl­ 
vania Turnpike, a toll road which bisects 
the K eystone state, 
and similar modern 
highw ays. F ew of these will be undertaken 
this year. More noticeable to the average 
m otorist, however, will be a slackening in 
repair work on present roads. Some are not 
In condition and will get worse. 


The problem of the former Communist 
intrigues all sorts of people. Some, 
like 
Bernard Devote, wonder why we should 
believe them. They were wrong once, m ay 
they not be wrong again? 
They changed 
once, might they not change again? 


My own experience since 1917 shows that 
it is next to impossible to get at the heart 
of Communist organization and activities 
without the assistance of renegade C o m ­ 
munists. Even students who have devoted 
them selves to the problem, no m atter how 
assiduously, for decades, find that there 
are m issing links, unexplained details, cur­ 
ious personal relationships, without which 
even academ ic analysis becom es hopeless. 


So we com e to the question of Hede 
M assing’s forthcoming book, entitled “This 
Deception.” Hede Massing is the former 
wife of Gerhart Eisler, who represented 
the Third International in the United States 
and was the most powerful Communist in 
this country for a period. Eisler escaped 
from the United States on the Polish ship 
Batory under scandalous circum stances. 


Mrs. M assing wrote a book on her ex ­ 
periences, which Farrar, Straus and Young 
accepted. The type was set. The book was 
ready for publication. Then Mrs. Massing 
was told that this firm desired that a chap­ 
ter relating to Laurence Duggan be om it­ 
ted. Otherwise, the book would not be pub­ 
lished. 
It would seem that Roger W. Straus Jr. 
of the publishing firm becam e “ m orally” 
concerned with the elimination of the Dug­ 
gan chapter out of regard for 
Duggan’s 
widow and children. It is a point of fne 
sentim entally. 
Duggan w as a m em ber of the State De­ 
partment group that cam e out of Harvard 
and the Institute of Pacific Relations which 
som e have held responsible for our errors 
in Asia. He w as also a very close friend 
and protege of Sumner Welles. And 
he 
either com m itted suicide or was pushed 
out of a window. 
According to Mrs. Massing, Duggan of­ 
fered his services to her and she handed 
him over to another group. This is either 
an important historic fact or a libel. In 
fact, Farrar, Straus and Young have not 
contended that they want the chapter sup­ 
pressed because of libel but rather because 
of the moral issue of protecting Duggan’s 
widow and orphans. 
M orns Ernst has written a foreword to 
this book in which he said. 
“ It explicitly touches on a very sensitive 
spot in the culture of our nation. Why do 
people join the Com m unist Party? I know 
of no one who has told before so clearly the 
reasons why people do things like this, how 
they fool people, use them innocently. 
I 
wish that all our legislators, officials and 
public leaders would read this volum e.” 
So Mrs. Massing refused to suppress the 
chapter and the book will be published on 
March 14 by Duell, Sloan and Pearce, to 
whom the rights and plates were trans­ 
ferred.

Diagnosing Abdominal Epilepsy 


ty HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


IN the nsu&l epileptic attack 
there I* Ions of consciousness, to ­ 
gether with convulsions in severe 
cases. There Is, however, another 
form of this disease which is less 
easily recognized Here the attack 
seems to confine itself to the In­ 
testinal tract alone, and th e con­ 
dition is therefore kmiwn as ab­ 
dominal epilepsy. Pain may occur 
alone or may be accompanied by 
vomiting, sickness at the stom ach, 
diarrhea, pallor, sweating, and 
nightm ares. 
In order to make a definite 
diagnosis of this condition, it is 
Im portant th at a tracing of the 
brain waves, known as an elec­ 
troencephalogram be made, since 
abnorm al brain waves of the type 
seen 
in 
the 
usual 
forms of 
epilepsy would indicate th a t the 
intestinal symptoms are due to a 
form of epileptic disturbance. In 
addition, nervous system or neu­ 
rologic tests and X -ray exam ina­ 
tions are im portant. Since, in 
many of these cases, there may be 
actual brain injury from tum ors 
and inflam m ation, studies of the 
brain by specialized X -ray exam ­ 
inations are also im portant.

In treating the disorder, such 
drugs as “D ilantin Sodium" and 
“Mesantoin ” as well as the quiet­ 
ing drugs, such as the barbitu­ 
rates and bromides, are all help­ 
ful. If the adm inistration of the 
first dote of these drugs relieves 


I the symptoms, it aids in confirm­ 
ing the diagnosis. 


As a part of the treatm ent, ti 
Is also important th a t other re­ 
lated disorders, such as bowel 
disturbances and infections, re­ 
ceive the proper care. The pa­ 
tient’s diet should be carefully 
regulated, kept well balanced, 
and free from highly-seasoned or 
other irritating foods. Any emo­ 
tional distubances should be cor­ 
rected when possible. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
N A : W hat can be done for dry 
| skin, and what causes super­ 
fluous hair on the face? 
Answer: The character of the 
I skin varies in different individ­ 
uals. In some persons, the skin is 
dry, w’hile in others it is moist, 
I which seems to depend somewhat 
ou the amount of secretion from 
1 the fat glands in the skin. Disturb­ 
ances in the glands of internal 
secretion, such as lack of thyroid 
secretion, may be contributing 
' causes. However, in these in­ 
stances, symptoms, such as dry­ 
ness and thickness of the hair, 
lack of energy, and excessive gain 
I in weight will be noted. 
In cases where the skin te n a t­ 
urally dry, there does not seem 
to be much th a t can be done out­ 
side of applying a bland oint­ 
ment, such as cold cream, to the 
skin once a day. 
The cause of superfluous hair 
1j not known. It m ight be due to 
a glandular disturbance.

COLUMBUS, 
Feb. 28 — The 
house e l e c t i o n s 
com m ittee 
struck a snag today ii. its efforts 
to make it tougher for independ­ 
ent candidates to win a place on 
the ballot in Ohio. 
One of the tw’o bills, by Rep. 
Lowell Fess (R-Greene) would 
increase the number of signa­ 
tures required to place an inde­ 
pendent's name on the b a l l o t 
from one to ten percent of the 
number of votes cast for gover­ 
nor in the last election. 
The other, by Rep. Bishop Kil­ 
patrick 
(D-Trumbull) 
w o u l d 
amend the same section of the 
law but would require independ­ 
ents to file at the same time reg­ 
ular party candidates file for the 
primary. 
There was the snag. 
Leland S. Dougan, 
elections 
expert with the secretary 
of 
state, pointed out that, to accom­ 
plish Kilpatrick’s purpose, other 
sections of the law also would 
bt am ended. 
Dougan also pointed out that 
the Ohio Association of Elections 
Officials recom m ended that the 
percentage increase be not from 
one to ten. but from one to sev­ 
en. He also said that the associa­ 
tion’s omnibus bill, revam ping 
the election laws

will bear the postage cost one 
w ay or another—either through 
taxes or through increased sub- j 
scription rates. 
The low' rate on second class 
m atter, such as new spapers and 
magazines, originally was put on 
as a convenience to rural read- j 
ers. 
The 
governm ent

was 
helping non-urban readers get 
information at “ bargain ra te s” 
—even though he was paying for 
those “ ra te s” through taxes. 
Few publishers have voiced 
opposition to the proposal to in­ 
crease second class postal rates. 
They frankly say they will have 
no choice but to tack the in­ 
crease on to the subscription 
price. 
The President recommended \ 
that postal rates be increased 
“ sufficiently to wipe out the 
hulk of the present postal de­ 
ficit which should not be borne 
by the general taxpayer.” 
He said the deficit should not

BURLINGTON. N. G —Of a1! the 
people In the world who are in­ 
clined to take a busman’s holiday, 
Cletus Ketner here probably takes 
the cake. He doesn’t take the bus­ 
man's holiday by himself, either; 
Mrs. Ketner now finds it quite as 
thrilling aa he does. 
The Ketners themselves weave, 
in their backyard, just about every 
fabric used in their home—the up­ 
holstery 
on 
the 
furniture, 
the 
draperies, the tablecloths, the bed­ 
spreads. 
Tile Ketners do their weaving on 
regular power looms, the lightning- 
fast, 
complicated 
machines one 
finds in cotton or rayon mills For, 
you see, Ketner is a textile mill 
man. earning his livelihood as the 
weave room supervisor in a Pied­ 
mont Heights plant here. 
He became interested in weaving 
as a hobby and a creative art only 
a few years ago. though he has 
worked in textile mills for many 
years. 
To begin, he made a hand loom, 
operated by hand-and-foot power, 
a rather simple machine. He be­ 
gan, in his spare time, weaving 
very simple cloth types on i t Mrs. 


Ketner had never before worked 
with a loom but watching her hus­ 
band, she became interested, too. 
One of the things that seemed to 
bother her was the slowness of the 
crude hand loom. So Ketner ac­ 
quired, fairly cheap, two second­ 
hand looms from a company in 
South Carolina—a power loom, you 
see, is a rather expensive piece of 
machinery. 
Ketner equipped one of the looms 
with a dobby head and the other 
with cams. These two types en­ 
abled him to branch out from sim­ 
ple cloth styles into many'kinds 
of drapery, upholstery and bed­ 
spreads. 
This was done, however, not 
without difficulty. 
It took him 
about six months to convince city 
authorities he was not really going 
into the manufacturing business 
and was merely pursuing a hobby. 
He lives in a tone set up for resi­ 
dences, not manufacturing enter­ 
prises. 
However, he persuaded the city 
council, and was permitted to hook 
up the machines in his garage. The 
backyard venture now eupplies the 
Ketners with all the fabric they 
can utilize, and at Christmas Mrs. 
Ketner usually weaves some extra 
bedspreads to use as gifts.

New Rat Killer Found 
As Result of Blizzard 


Pictenor link conducts experiment, 
aided by laboratory assistant.

MADISON, 
\ \ is.—A story that 
began during a driving blizzard l l 
years ago at Westfield, W is., has 
taken a surprising turn in a lab­ 
oratory at the University of Wis­ 
consin. 
The story Is of the chemical dt- 
cumarol, found by Prof. Karl Paul 
Link to cause a disease of cattle 
fed spoiled sweet clover hay. It is 
now used in hospitals throughout 
the world to prevent formation of 
menacing blood dots after surgical 
operations. It la also used to treat 
the heart disease that strikes most 
suddenly of all. 
The latest development concerns 
a chemical cnicin of dicumarol 
named warfarin—a killer showing 
promise of being the most effective 
poison yet developed to reduce the 
threat of epidemic disease and eco­ 
nomic losa caused by man s most 
costly pest—the common rat.

IN TIIF. LATE 1930s Wiscon­ 
sin’s scientists Isolated from hay 
the white chemical that caused the 
cattle discase. 
Why, asked Link, 
couldn’t the chemical be used by 
surgeons to prevent blood clots 
after surgery, 
which sometimes 
travel to the lungs or heart with 
fatal consequences? 
Before sur­ 
geons could uae dicumarol, Link 
knew, they would need a sub­ 
stance to control its action. 
Link and a n o t h e r scientist, 
Harold Campbell, thought such an 
antidote existed tn alfalfa. 
And 
during that January blizzard In 
1939, they drove to Westfield at 
the urgent request of a farmer 
whose herd lay dying of hcmmor- 


rhage from the mysterious clover 
discase. 
An alfalfa extract had the herd 
on its feet In two days. However, 
the men still did not know what 
the substance in alfalfa was—or 
whether it could be put tp practl- 
I cal use in medicine. 
Link followed a winding scien- 
; title trail for the next eight years. 
I Only a hunch and dogged per­ 
sistence kept him at his work. 
But he found the answer: Vita­ 
min K would act as an antidote to 
an overdase of dicumarol. One of 
the first doctors to use dicumarol 
therapy estimated it saved the 
lives of 73 patients out of 1,868 
on whom It was used, and spared 
211 the experience of thrombosis 
and embolism.

THE NUMBER of amputations 
necessary after the sudden forma­ 
tion of a clot In the leg was cut 
by 75 per cent. 
The drug has 
found use In treatment of coronary 
thrombosis—the heart attack that 
most frequently hits those persons 
who are over 45 and wrho live and 
work under tension. 
Research to find a better di­ 
cumarol brought up warfarin, de­ 
veloped on funds provided by the 
Wisconsin Alumni Research foun­ 
dation, which controls the patent 
in the public Interact. 
When properly used, warfarin 
will completely and permanently 
wipe out rodent colonies, yet It 
presents little or no hazard to 
children, pets and domestic ani­ 
mals. 
It si not a professional’s 
! poison. It can be used by anyone. 
Declares Link: 
“Through war- 
| fann, the extermination of rats 
and mice will be put on a sound 
scientific basis.’*
